THE PERPETRATOR WITH THE AIM OF BRINGING PRESSURE IN A CONFLICT 
WHICH IS NOT STRICTLY DOMESTIC IN NATURE. END QUOTE. 

5. CANADIAN COUNSELLOR, WANG, ADVISED MISOFF SUBSEQUENT TO 
MEETING THAT HE HAD TAKEN SOUNDINGS ON POSSIBLE TURKISH CHAIRMANSHIP 
WITH IRANIANS (NOW CHAIRING ASIAN GROUP), WHO EXPRESSED FULL 
SUPPORT, AND YUGOSLAVS, WHO WERE NON-COMMITTAL. YUGOSLAVS 
ADVISED WNAG THAT NON-ALIGNED GROUP HAS NOT YET HAD 
CONSULTATIONS, MAY NOT MEET UNTIL MONDAY MORNING AND HAS NO 
CANDIDATE FOR CHAIRMAN IN MIND.
